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THE LIBRARY SITE.

The Board of Trustees of the Carnegie
Jibrary, st its meeting yesterdny, resumed
the discussion of sites, which was held in
abevance, during the uosettied guestion
nf the organization of that body. A wisede-
cision of the site is hikely to prove a more
difficult matter than the one which Mr.
Cuarnegie has just settled. The discussion
slready had upon the matter has nndoubt-
eily made progress; but there are still
many points to be ecarefully examived, and
a large amount of warm and interested dis-
enssion to be had before the point can be
satisfactorily settled.

The manifest tendency atpresent is toward
the division of the msin buildings with the
eentral  institution eof the ecirculuting
libraries st the Bedford avenue basin, in con-
nection with a musie ball, and the arl gal-

lery, scientific museum and scientifie
reference library in the wicipity of
Schenley  Park. The locatiom of

the art gailery and museum seem to be
peoerally accepied withont dissent, in view
of the necessity of preserving the treasures
which will be deposited there from smoke
and dast. The Bedlord avenue loeation is
less uuanimounsly aecepted, although it is
very stroncly supported. It is a site which
has great recommendations and very positive

drawbacks. The drawbacks are evi-
dent to nearly evervone; the recom-
mendations are pernaps not so mani-
st to onr eitizens who have not

visited the Joeality. 1L is claimed on iis be-
half that it is only five or ten minutes” walk
from all the transit lines entering the city;
that its clevation is only a little more than
that of the Court House; and that the space
thwere is ample for buildings which wili rev=-
lationize the locality and be & permanent
ornament to the eity. On the other hani,
the steepness ol the streets, approaching it
the proximity of the railroad under the hill,
and the peveral disposition, whether correot
or not, to regard itas an out of the way
locality, sre the standing arguments against
it

No doubt existz but that the board will
examine this site thoroughly before coming

to any decision, as it will al! other sites; |

but it may be well to suggest that the ex-
aminstion nesd nat be confined to the sites
thaet have been brought before the public.
It may be & profitable subject for the board
through its commitiees to study whetlher an
investment of a reasonable share of the fund
at its disposa! may not procure sufficient
ground for its dows town buil fing within
the central district of the city. The full
study not only of sites that can « obtained
free of cost, bot of others that can be pur-
enased with reasonable cost, is likely to
lead to the most perfeet knowledge of the
subject, and produce the most matured
judgment.

Of conrse the public will follow the dis-
ctission of the matter with the keenest in-
$erest, and await the finel decision with the
expectation that it will be for the bighest
usefuloess of the project and the best inter-
esis of the city,

WHERE sYMPATHY Is DUE.

The recent remarks of General Butler on
the condition of the country, contuined s
claim that there are §3.450,000,000 of mort-
gages oo the farms of the conntry. This
arouses the protests of numerous cotempora-
ries who proceed to demonstrate by figures
more or less fragm awtary that there can be
po such ivdebledness on the agricultural
interest. The fae. is that both General
Butler sod his opponents have sbout an
equal amount of accurste information on
this subject, and thst is none at all. There
are no accurate and echuustive statisties on
this point; whatever may be the case when
thie Census Bureau completes its work.

Buat ope pbase of the General's re-
marks is entirely missed by his crities. He
tells, as illustrating the way in which mort-
guges are plastered on Western farms, of &
man who tock out a patent at & weslern
land office, paying $1 25 per scre, and
urged haste because another man was stand-
ing ready to take s mortgage op the land st
#V per mere. Thiscan bardly be taken as
indieating & lack of prosperity on the part
of the settlers of the West. On the contrary
It indieates thut the men who ecan take ont
patents at §1 25 per sere and mortgage the
land at §9 per scre, wust be doing a wvery
thriving business, with a profit of §1,240 on
each quarter section. There is room for sym-
pathy in the transaction, if sympathy is due
to people who are foolish enough to Jend
$1,440 on land which they counld buy from
the Government for £200; but whatever lnck
of prosperity is showsn in that sort ol meori-
gaging it 1s entirely on the side ot the poor
mortgage oreditora,

GOOD ROADS COMING,

1t s most encouraging to note the deep in-
terest which the road question is exciting
throughout the land. In slmost every State
the reformation ol roads 1s engaging the
public mind. Legislstures and Governors
of Stutes are perceiving that measures for
improving the public highways are within
the range of practical polities. Since THE
DisrATCH commenced to agitate the matter
fhe country as & whole has taken it up and
there is now & very general apprehension of
how sersous and urgent the need for better
roadwavs is. It is certain that the people
onoe thoroughly aroused will not stop short of
decided action. Necessarily progress will
be slow, bat when the work is once begun
every year will make reiormation easier.

The iscompetency of pathmasters, the
shirkiog of farmers and the employment of
upscientific and  absolutely irrational
methods in rosdmaking demand a radical
remedy. Itwill not be bad in a day, but it
is ciear that the people mean to have it, and
the revolution in roadmaking is bound to
come.

As has been stated often  Amenica has the
best railroads in the world; why should she
not in time have the best highwaya? The
reformisa great deal more likely to be
effectual and permanent if the mnation, io-
stead of State by State urges it on. The more
facts on the subject that gan be had ibe
better prospect there is of speedy and right
progressi. There seem to be many men in
this State and in other parts of the land who
bave made a stvdy of roadmaking, and shey
are showing an admirable spirit in giving
the public the benefit of their knowledge, in
Tee DisparcH and ita ecotemporaries
In fact in every way the esuse of good ronds
is making all the headway that could be
wished.

REPUBLICAN HOI'ES AND FEAR™,

Interviews with a unmberol leading Re-
publiesns, furnished by our special Wash-
ington correspondence, give the striotly
partisan Repoblican view of the outlook.
Of course, expressions of that sort sep forth,
with slight variations of expression, the view
that the Republican outlook is good, that
the tariff bill will strengthen the party, and
that, if a national election law is passed, the
eontrol of the next Congress by the Republic.
ans is assured. Republican OCongressmen
who did not say such things would be re-
garded as recreant to their party, and counld
expect little help {rom the administration in
their labors for re-election.

Nevertheless, under this surface exhibition
of confidence there are inJications that eyen
the extreme Republicans do not regard the
future as secure beyond question. The recog-
nition is masde in the outset that the
Republiean control has s very narrow
margin to go on. That the party
lights should deem 1t necessary to assure
the country that they are not afraid that
they will lose the next House, has al least a
faint resemblanes to whistling in order to
keep up courage, When this is scoom-
panied by the practical confession o! some
of them, that a gaio of Congressmen in the
South is needea to preserve the Republicun
mujority, the security of the Republicans
for the future does not appear so unshaken
as 1t might be.

Under these ciroumstances two conelu-
sions are possible. One is that to which
most of the politicians are prone, that they
must try io legislate suocess by controlling
South-ra elections, by preventing Demo-
cratic gerrymanders and preserving Repub-
lican ones, and by conciliating certain pow-
er'ul interests with class legislation. The
other is thut they should throw sside parti-
san and class measures and try to legis-
late  honestly for the interest of
the whole nation. Instead of giving
op more time to the attempt to
make Republican majorities by sot of
Congress, it may be profitable to take a
course that will command the confidence of
the whole people. It is bardly possible
that any single interest or political power is
so important that however well it may be
served, it could overcome the effect on the
public if the present Congress should per-
form the hitherto unheard-of feat of econ-
verting a §90,000,000 surplus into a §70,000,-
000 deficit in asingle session.

1t would be well if the majorily in Con-
gress would take a course calculated 1o se-
cure the continued sucecess of the party. But
to do so, it must recognize the fact that care
of the public interests is more likely to eara
the public approval than the division of
effort between mensures for partisan advan-
tage and those for scattering the surplus.

ONE TRUST SACRED.

Our esteemed Democratic snd free trade
cotemporaries, the Philadelphia Record
and Louisville Courier-Journal, scoff at the
anti-trust bill just passed by Congress, be-
csuse they assert it will not be possible to
enforoe the law and the way to suppress the
trusts is to cut down the tarifl.

At the same time, when it is proposed to
cut down to six per otnt the eighty per
cent duties that form the unmistakable
and undisputed bulwark of the BSugar
Trust, these very newspapers rise in
protest. The sugar duty is a revenue
duty, and it can never be permitted to have
o revenne duty cut down or abolished when
you are trying to reduce the revenue.

The obvious conclusion from this logic is
that the only way in which our free trade co-
temporaries would treat the trusts would be
to leave them io the undisturbed possession of
the 65 to 70 per cent protection proposed by
the Mills bill.

THE TARIFF DEBATE.

The discussion ol the tariff bill in the
House yesterday commenced with great in-
terest, priocipsliy, no goubt, on account of
its effect on the public mind. The action of
the Crongressmen is undoubtedly so much
controlled by either party discipline or pri-
wvate interests that the debate which should
furpishythe erucial tests of the merits of the
messure is not likely to saffect s single vote
in the House. But what csn be said both
for aud against the measore may have a de-
cided effect on the public judgment ot the
bill, and, especially in mstters of tariff
poliey, the people form the court of last re-
sort. The debate has been begun without
any fixed limit set for its termination, snd
it is presumably the intention to afford time
for full discussion. ‘This 1s as it shounld be,
For the information of the public the bill
should be debated until all its points, good
and bad, can be brought out and fully esti-
mated.

A Few Incidemis in the Busy Career of
Thomas Tewndrow.

Farmers who usea to oall 20 or 25 bush-
els of wheat a good load now haol from 8 to 80
with ense, and instead of one-fourth cord of
wond a cord. Tho expenee of thus making and
repairing the roads Is aefrayed by annually rax-
ing the land on each side for two miles. Before
roads were thus improved that land sold or was
held g 833 to §50 per acre; now it 1s worth from

to 880 per aare.
At nntps‘hemmmmu-d and kicked a
deal at the expense of these improve-
ments, but now, in possession of all the advan-
tages arigsing therefrom, thev are contented and
bhappy, and pay the tax as cheerfully as any
money they invest, knowing that it gives them
the best sort of a return.
